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REMARKS 

This paper is responsive to an Official Action that issued in this case on January 10, 2007. 
In that Action, the Examiner found as follows with respect to originally-filed claims 1-38: 

• That claims 1, 5-7, 21, and 27-29 are anticipated by U.S. Pat. No. 6,839,776 to 
Kaysen. 

• That claims 2-4, 8, 9, 22-26, 30, and 31 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

• That claims 10-20 and 32-38 are allowed. 

The Examiner also required new corrected drawings for originally-filed drawings 5A, 5B, 5C, 
6, 7A, and 7B. 

In response to the Action, applicant has amended the claims in accordance with the 
Examiner's finding. Furthermore, corrected drawings have been prepared. Reconsideration 
is respectfully requested in view of the foregoing amendments and the corrections to the 
drawings.
